How about those owners

| who still wish to register

their station wagons as com-
mercial vehicles, for one rea-
son or another—such as hav-
ing the privilege of parking
in loading 2ones?

The answer is that a station
wagon may be registered
commercially ONLY if it
weighs more than 3000
pounds. On a vehicle in ex-
cess of that weight, the state
collects a weight fee, in addi-
tion to the registration and
vehicle license fees. Obvi.
ously, a vehicle below that
weight would not be subject
to weight fees, and would
therefore not be eligible for
commercial plates.

Of the 500.000 “wagons” in
California, about 30,000 have
been registered as commer-
cials, >
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
